of pension funds which for personal reasons 
he wishes do retain the management of for 
the time being. 

Simultaneously came the further announce- 
ment that in the event of his death all ac- 
crued surplus not provided for in his will 
would be added to the fund of the Carnegie 
corporation. 

Statement by Ironmaster. 

These facts were submitted today in Mr. 
Carnegie’s-own reformed spelling, which he 
insisted must be followed in the paper. Hote 
is part of it: 

“The proposal to pension ex-presidents ia 
making the desird impression, and my trust- 
ees and myself are alt hoping that congress 
will meet it proper action. Not one of us 
but will rejoice should this be the result, 

We were careful to provide that only in 
case congres faild to provide pensions to 

ex-presidents, the corporation would stand 
ready to do so. It is properly the province 
of the nation to act. We all feel that.

Four days later Lord Muncaster Was re- 
leased and dispatched to Athens for the pur- 
pose of securing the ransom.and the promise 
of immunity demanded by the brigands. 

They ine.sted upon $150,000 in money, a free 
pardon for themseives for present and past 
outrages, and the liberation of certain brig- 
ands then im custody. 

The foreign. envoys at Athens urged the 
Greek government to procure the felease of 
the capiives, even upon the terms of the 
bandits, and received a distinct promise that 
the affair should be settled at once, no matter 
at what cost.

The Athens authorities, however, tried to 
avoid paying the ransom by compassing the 
arrest of the brigands. 

Thinking lightuy of the threat to murder 
the capt.ves if pursuit were attempted, the 
authorities dispatched a bedy of troops to 
secure the. out.aws. The bandits, through 
thelr friends at Athens, were at once ap- 
prised of the scheme. 

In a rage thereat, the robbers carried their 
unfortunate prisoners further inte the in- 
terlor, and after subjecting them for several 
days to the most distressing anxiety as to 


what their fate might be, murdered them in 


cold bloed.

Should a law be 
Passed requiring the regular capitaliza- 
tion of 625.000 for all banks it would elimi- 
mate 50 per cent of the private banks who 
are now doing business on a small capital.

Explosion Reaches Nine. 
SEEKS TO FIX THE BLAME. 


Coroner's. Jury Ins pects 8 
and Prepares. for sei

Waukegan, III., Nov. 26.—(2pecial. }—The 
seventh body was taken from the ruins of 
the Corn Products. mill this afternoon. 
Searchers found an arm about three fect 
from where the body was unearthed. The vic- 
tim was charred beyond recognition. It is 
believed. to be one of three missing men: 
Louis Moenopick, martin Mapuhuick, and 
Mike Bunch. 

This makes a total of nine dead as ad- 
mitted by the superintendent. There are 
twenty-four men in the hospital, some t 
whom may die. Mayor Bidinger, with Fite 
Chiefs O Farrell of Waukegan and Iserman 
of Kenosha and members of Waukegan and 
Kenosha fire departments went to the res 
finery late in the afternoon to renew the 
search for the dead. Superintendent Ebert 
admits there are ‘at least two more men in 
the ruins. 


' Relief Fund Started. 

A relief fund for the sufferers and destitute 
was started and quickly reached . Coro- 
ner Taylor in the morning im eled a jury 
to held an inquest, the plan being to view the 
bodies today and then investigate the whole 
affair, taking up the hearing formally on 
Thursday. 

The jurors are: William Watrous, Fred 
Buck, S. E. Arnold. Joe Parker, Theodore 
Meyer, and Theodore Durst. They inspected 
the ruins. \ 

Martin Hyland, night superintendent at 
the sugar refinery, had both his eyes burned 
out. Hyland entered the starch room a few 
minutes before the explosion. Supt. Eber“ 
announced that the Corn Products company 
undoubtedly would take care of the victims 
and their families, but admitted it might take 
a little time to get things shaped around. He 
said the hospital and doctors had been in- 
structed to do ali in their power to aid the 
victims and if needy families were reported 
steps would be taken to help them just as 
soon as he could get authorization. 


Clings to Combustion Idea, 

Mr: Ebert still belleves the accident was 
due to spontaneous combustion in the dry 
starch room kiln. In that building starch 
somewhat dryer than in the other building 
is made: and, therefore, it is more Tlable to 
combustion. He said he was ot the opinion 
starch in the kiln caught flre and that the 
explosion followed. 


The kiln is a sort of alley way, about thirty , 


inches wide, eight feet high, and eighty feet 
long. Underneath it trucks bearing starch 
run into the starch room, where the steam 
heat is turned on. Eventually a terrific heat 
is obtained, with which to/dry the starch. 
Mr. Ebert said eighteen men were regularly 
employed in the building. Others, increas- 
ing the number to thirty, went there to help 
load up starch for shipment. The conclusion 
is about thirty were in the building at the 
time of the explosion.

3 Gedultig Testifies That Signa- 
tures to Notes Held by Lean Shark 
Are Forged. 


Charges that his signatures to two notes 
were forged, was the defense offered by 
Samuel Gedultig. an electrician, when he took 
the witness stand before Municipal Judge 
‘Moran in an a ction brought against bim 
by C. A. Samuels, a money lender with of- 
fices in the Hartford building. 

Gedultig originally borrowed money from 
the Independent Credit company, a defunct 
loan company, between the years 1804 and 
1904. During that time he borrowed about

owed $102.75, and Samuels is now suing for 
that amount as assignee of the company 
At one time, the defendant testified that 
he was paying interest at the rate of $18 a 
month. 

The plaintiff money lender offered evidence 
of two former empiloyés of the Independent 
Credit company, to the effect that Gedultig 
had signed the notes willingly.

George Schilling Advocates 
Broadening of the Special 
Assessment Law. 


ELIMINATES BOND ISSUES. 


Declares Work Could Be Started 
at Once with Aid of $8,000,- 
3 000 in Treasury. 


George Schilling, president of the board of 
‘public improvements, urged @ broadening of 
the special assessment law by meane of legis- 
lative action to aid the financing of the pro- 
pored subway at yesterday's luncheon of the 
Cook county real estate board. 

With thie power conferred on the city, to- 
gether with the $8,000,000 now in the treasury 
and available for the purpose, the city would 
be; he declared, in a position which would 
place it beyond the necessity of bond issues 
or depending on private capital to do the 
work. He asserted that if only one-half the 
money needed for thé proposed work was 
obtained by special assessments, the city 
would, with the $8,000,000, be able at once 
to proceed With the construction and carry 
it on on a large scale for a number of years, 
until the revenues of the city were sufficient 
to complete it. 


Cites Cate of New York Subway. 

The certain increase in land values along 
the line of the subway furnished abundant 
reason foi the application of the special as- 
sessment law to this undertaking, he said, 
and, in confirmation of this statement, he 
cited a recent statement ‘of City Engineer 
Ericson as to the effect the New York sub- 
way has had on land values along its line, 
which he said, had amounted to an increase 
of $42,000,000 over and beyond the cost of 
the subway. 
This increase in Chicago land values was 
certain to be very large, both in central bus 
ness, as well as outlying property. In con- 
nection with the latter he referred to Sev- 
enty-ninth and Halsted streets, one of the 
prospective terminals of the subway, saying 
that because of the added transportation 
faciliftes land values in that vicinity would 
double and quadruple, and the most favored 
corners would reach astonishing figures. 


Points Out Advantage. 

He said it would be a great thing for Chi- 
cago to be the pioneer in the establishment 
of a principle which would be of incalculable 
benefit in urban development, besides fur- 
nighing itself with the means for doing the 
development work in connection with a reali- 
zation of its own splendid future. 

Mr. Schilling also explained the operation 


with the work of the board of public im- 
provements, and said that as a single tayer 
he had long ago concluded that, while it 
had its defecta, it was as a whole the most 
equitable law in the statute books for se- 
curing public improvements in the absence * 
the single tax.

| ativocated its application for the extension 
of street car lines and the creation of small 
parks and playgrounds—in short, to the builld- 
ing of any local improvement which results

The next class in “ artisttr confectionery ” 
consisted of continental fancy goods: One tray 
of twenty-four petits fours glacés; one tray 
of twenty-four Marzipan petits fours; one tray 
of six assorted dessert biscuits, one-fourth of 
a pound of each variety.

We in America have no idea what short- 
bread really la, unless we have had it sent 
Over to us or seen it here.

There were three other classes in this sec- 
tion, including fondants and decorated cakes. 

The bakers had their section, and competed 
for challenge cups, one perpetual. They ex- 
hibited plain and fancy breads and different 
sorts of loaves—batch, turnover, ordinary 
brown, and malted brown. 

Other classes for them included fancy milk 
tea bread. currant bread, six varieties each of 
Vienna, plain, fruit bread, and rolls; a tray 
with an assortment of fermented goods, gcones, 
puff paste, short paste, gingerbread. choux 
paste, sponge goods, Savoy goods, 2 1 gshill'ng 
ornamented cake, one 6 pence ornamented 
cake, a 1 shilling plain cake, and one 6 pence 
plain cake, the whole not to exceed 10 shillings’ 
selling value.
